JOHN  F.  WESLEY  DORMAN.  DIE  SINKf3?' 
by  David  E,  Schenkjnan 


Ask  a  group  of  scrip  collectors  if  anyone  is  familiar  with  the  Osborne 
Register  Company  or  the  Ingle-Schierloh  Company,  and  chances  are  you*  11  get 
immediate  replies  from  all  over  the  room.  This  isn't  surprising,  since  it  is 
well  known  that  these -firms  produced  a  large  percentage  of  the  scrip  we  so 
avidly  collect.  So  far,  so  good.  Next  you  ask  what  firm  produced  scrip  on 
which  the  denomination  appears  on  the  reverse,  within  a  circle  of  rays. 
Perhaps  there  is  more  hesitation  this  time,  but  someone  eventually  names  Quint 
(S.  H.  Quint's  Sons  Company,  Philadelphia,  Pa.),  and  naturally  we  must  assume 
this  answer  to  be  correct;  after  all,  a  token  of  this  type  is  illustrated  on 
the  "SCRIPIDENT  CHART”  which  occasionally  graces  the  pages  of  Scrip  Talk,  and 
it  is  identified  as  being  of  Quint  manufacture. 

Now  you  throw  out  the  name  Dorman  and  ask  if  anyone  knows  what  this  man 
did.  More  than  likely  you'll  get  Instant  silence  and  a  lot  of  blank  stares, 
as  those  in  the  group  search  their  memories.  Did  he' operate  a  coal  mine  and 
issue  scrip?  A  search  of  the  indexes  to  the  two  Edkins  catalogs  and  the 
Dodrill  list  doesn't  provide  an  answer.  I 

I 

Of  course  yoo  know  what  Dorman  did.  As  the  title  to  this  article 
indicates,  he  was  a  manufacturer  of  tokens  and  medals  —  a  die  sinker.  But 
when  did  he  operate,  and  where?  Even  more  importantly,  did  he  ever  strike 
tokens  for  coal  mine  tompany  stores? 

,  In  1836  John  F.  Wesley  Dorman  was  born  in  Warsaw,  Kentucky,  At  a  young 
age  he  moved  to  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  where  he  worked  at  various  trades.  He 
was  a  sutler  (a  peddler  who  sold  goods  to  military  troops)  during  the  Civil 
War,  eventually  being  captured  and  spending  time  confined  to  Libby  Prison,  at 
Richmond,  Va. 

Shortly  after  the  war  ended  Dorman  came  to  Baltimore,  Maryland  where,  in 
1866,  he  opened  an  establishment  on  West  Lombard  Street.  A  typical  listing  in 
a  Baltimore  directory  of  the  late  1860s  describes  his  business  activities  as 
"stencil  cutter,  die  sinker  and  engraver,  97  W.  Lombard."  About  1870  Dorman's 
firm  became  known  as  the  United  States  Manufacturing  Company,  A  couple  of 
years  later,  in  1872,  a  token  was  struck  which  has,  as  its  obverse 
inscription,  U.  S.  MANF'G  CO  /  STEEL  /  STAMPS.  /  STENCILS  &  C.  /  97  /  W. 
LOMBARD.  ST,  /  BALTO.  MD.  This  19mra  token,  which  was  struck  in  brass  and 
nickel,  commemorates  the  25th  exhibition  of  the  Maryland  Institute,  which  was 
held  during  October  of  1872.  On  some  of  the  nickel  tok'en^,  a  denomination  "5" 
has  been  counterstamped .  The  purpose  for  this  counterstarop  has  never  been 
determined. 

Soon  Dorman's  thriving  business  demanded  larger  spaces  so,  in  1874,  a 
large  five  story  building  was  erected  at  19  German  Street.  He  later  enlarged 
again,  taking  in  the  adjoining  building  at  21  German  St,  The  scope  of  his 
business  also  expanded,  and  by  1879  'he  was  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of 
printing  presses.  Evidently  Dorman  was  a  very  imaginative  individual;  he 
invented  and  patented  many  pieces  of  machinery  used  in  his  business.

In  1875  a  second  advertising  token  was  issued  which  has,  on  the  obverse 
the  following:  DORMAN'S  STENCIL  /  &  /  STAMP  /  WORKS  /  19  /  GERMAN  ST.  / 
BALTIMORE.  The  reverse  die  used  in  striking  this  token  is  familiar  to  all 
collectors  of  late  nineteenth  century  tokens.  It  depicts  the  head  of  Liberty, 
107^”^  within  a  circle  of  thirteen  stars.  Below  the  bust  is  the  date, 
1875.  This  die  was  used  as  the  reverse  for  quite  a  few  merchant  tokens  struck 
by  Dorman  during  the  1870s, 


As  the  token  just  described  indicates,  the  title  of  Doorman's  firm  now 
_  Included  his  own  name.  This  title  (Dorman's  Stencil  &  Stamp  Works)  remained 

hW  Dorman's  death  in  1893,'  when  it  was  changed  to 
The  J,  F,  W.  Dorman  Company,"  Under  the  management  of  a  stock  company  the 
business  conMnued  in  operation. 

When  the  great  fire  of  February,  1904,  swept  through  Baltimore,  Dorman's 
German  Street  building  was  completely  destroyed.  The  firm  reopened  at  526  N. 
Calvert  Street,  and  from  this  address  another  advertising  token  was  Issued, 
Its  obverse  reads  THE  J.  F.  W.  DORMAN  CO.  /  ENGRAVERS  /  N.  CALVERT  /  ST.  / 
BALTIMORE,  MD.  The  reverse  of  the  aluminum,  25mffi  token  says  METAL  TRADE 
CHECKS  /  AND  /  CANNER'S  /  SUPPLIES.

During  the  last  three  decades  of  the  nineteenth  century,  Dorman's  firm 
struck  tokens  for  a  large  number  of  merchants  and  business  establishments.  As 
might  be  itnaglned,  a  good  percentage  of  these  tokens  was  manufactured  to  the 
order  of  merchants  in  Baltimore  and  the  surrounding  areas.  However,  orders 
were  also  received  from  other  parts  of  the  country.  For  instance  Charles  A. 
Wpidman,  a  post  trader  at  Fort  D.  A.  Russell,  Wyoming  Territory  during  the 
1870s,  used  tokens  struck  by  Dorman.  Why  he  did  so  remains  a  mysteryj 
certainly  there  were  many  token  manufacturing  firms  closer  to  Wyoming  than 
Baltimore, 


What  sort  of  businesses  issued  tokens  such  as  those  struck  by  Dorman? 
Clothing  stores,  druggists,  opticians,  restaurants,  and  saloons  all  used  them, 
and  even  a  patent  attorney  in  Washington,  D.C,  found  use  for  a  Dorman  token. 
And,  of  course  there  were  the  many  oyster  and  fruit  packing  firms.  Baltimore 
was  the  home  of  more  than  a  hundred  canneries  during  the  1880s.  and  a  large 
number  of  them  used  tokens  to  pay  their  laborers.  These  tokens  were  given  to 
employees  as  receipts  for  units  of  work  performed;  they  were  redeemable  at  the 
prevailing  rate  for  cash  at  the  issuing  company's  office  on  paydays.  This  was 
a  great  system  for  the  canneries,  since  it  eliminated  the  need  for  maintaining 
a  record  of  each  employee's  production, 

By  now  you  might  be  thinking,  "so  what  if  Dorman  was  a  major  manufacturer 
of  merchants'  tokens;  what  does  that  have  to  do  with  coal  scrip?"  Well, 
fellow  scriptors,  I  must  admit  that  if  measured  strictly  in  terms  of  quantity 
the  coal  scrip  struck  by  Dorman  is  not  very  significant,  especially  if 
compared  with  that  struck  by  firms  such  as  Osborne  or  Ingle,  However,  I'm 
sure  most  of ^ you  will  agree  with  me  that , quantity  is  not  the  only  yardstick  of 
a  die  sinker's  contribution  to  a  particular  series  of  tokens.  The  tokens 
struck  by  J,  F,  W,  Dorman  are  among  the  earliest  known  coal  mine  issues.  In 
fact,  I  11  go  out  on  a  limb  and  suggest  that  Dorman  might  have  manufactured 
the  earliest  coal  scrip  used  in  this  country! 
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Earlier  I  mentioned  a  token  Issued  by  Dorman  to  advertise  his  buslnes  , 
which  has  on  Its  reverse  a  Liberty  head  design  and  the  date,  1875,  TTiis  sa?- 
1875  die  was  utilized  to  strike  many  other  tokens,  among  them  one  issued  by 
Mt,  Vernon  Coal,  Mt.  Vernon,  Illinois  (Edkins  IL  2001-A10).  Anyone  seen  a 
coal  token  with  an  earlier  date?  (I  have,  but  we*ll  get  to  it  later.) 

If  you  looked  in  your  Edkins  catalog,  no  doubt  you  noticed  the  listing  of 
a  second  Mt.  Vernon  Coal  token,  2001-A50.  While  I  have  never  seen  this  token, 
ray  guess  is  that  it  does  not  exist  as  described.  Since  Dorman  manufactured 
the  AlO  it  stands  to  reason  that  he  also  struck  A50,  which  is  described  by 
Edkins  as  having  a  eagle  design  on  the  reverse,  with  the  date  1876  below. 
Dorman,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  never  made  such  a  die.  He  did,  however, 
produce  a  die  which  has  a  Liberty  head  facing  left,  with  eleven  stars  around 
it  and  the  date  1876  below,"  All  tokens  struck  with  this  die  are  24mm,  the 
same  size  listed  by  Edkins  for  A50,  so  I  assume  this  to  be  the  correct 
reverse. 

During  the  1880s  the  Green  &  Barren  River  Navigation  Company  of  Mining 
City,  Kentucky  issued  three  denominations  of  tokens  struck  by  Dorman  (1921--A5, 
AlO,  and  A25)  All  are  similar  except  for  the  denomination  oh  the  obverse  and 
the  reverse  design.  The  5  has  the  design  of  an  eagle  with  wings  spread,  with 
a<  shield  on  its  breast  and  clutching  three  arrows  in  one  talon  and  a  branch  in 
the  other,  I  have  not  seen  a  specimen  of  the  10;  it  is  described  by  Edkins  as 
being  20mm  and  havings  on  the  reverse  a  Liberty  bead  facing  left.  I  assume 
this  to  be  Dorman's  undated  Liberty  head  design  within  a  wreath.  On  the 
reverse  of  the  25  is  another  undated  Liberty  head  facing  left,  within  a 
wreath.  It  is  similar  in  appearance  to  the  design  on  the  10,  but  in  24mm 
size. 


We  now  come  to  the  tokens  listed  in  the  catalog  under  Minersville, 
Pennsylvania  (1916-A5  and  A25).  The  obverse  is  incorrectly  described  by 
Edkins  as  "PINE  HILL  COAL  /  5  /  c.  CROOKE  &  SON."  The  correct  wording  of  the 
last  line  is  "C.  CROOKE  &  CO."  On  the  reverse  of  A5  is  a  seated  Liberty 
design,  with  the  die  sinker's  signature,  "J.  F.  DORMAN  /  BALTO."  in  small 
letters  below.  This  rare  token,  incldently,  is  illustrated  on  page  160  of  the 
Token  and  Medal  Society's  Journal  for  August,  1979,  If  you  look  at  the 
illustration  you'll  notice  that  the  denomination  is  surrounded  by  a  circle  of 
rays. 

There' is  another  variety  of  the  5  denomination  which  is  unlisted  by 
Edkins.  The  obverse  is  the  same,  but  the  reverse  design  is  an  eagle  with 
wings  spread.  This  is  the  same  die  used  to  strike  KY  1921~A5  discussed 
earlier.  The  token  is  brass,  18mm. 

Edkins  lists  as  A25  a  token  which  one  would  assume  to  be  similar  to  A5, 
except  for  the  denomination.  I  have  never  seen  such  a  token.  Several  years 
ago,  however,  I  owned  a  Pine  Hill  Coal  token  with  the  same  obverse  as  A5, 
except  having  a  25  denomination.  The  reverse  design  has  a  Liberty  head  facing 
left,  with  thirteen  stars  around  it.  Below  the  bust  is  an  1871  date  (this  is 
the  token  I  mentioned  previously  with  a  date  earlier  than  1875).  Since  both 
of  the  5  denomination  tokens  are  obviously  of  Dorman  manufacture,  we  should 
logically  assume  that  this  piece  was  also  a  Dorman  product.  However,  there  i: 
one  hitch,  and  here  I  must  digress  for  a  moment. 
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During  the  Civil  War  many  thousands  of  small,  cent  size  tokens  were 
struck  for  circulation  as  substitutes  for  U.S.  cents,  which  were  in  short 
supply.  Most  had  some  patriotic  design  on  one  side,  and  a  merchant's 
advertisement  on  the  other.  One  of  the  better  known  manufacturers  of  these 
tokens  was  William  K.  Lanphear  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  A  man  by  the  name  of 
Frederick  W.  Lutz  was  employed  by  Lanphear  as  a  die  cutter,  and  the  name 
LUTZ  appears  in  tiny,  letters  on  many  Civil  War  tokens.  After  the^war 
Lanphear  disappeared  from  Cincinnati  and,  about  1870  or  1871  turned  up  in 
Baltimore,  where  he  opened  the  Excelsior  Stencil  and  Stamp  Work^s. 

It  seems  probable  that  Lanphear  struck  many  tokens  while  in  Baltimore. 
However,  no  types  can  be  attributed  to  his  firm,  with  one  possible  exception: 
the  1871  Liberty  head  die  previously  described.  The  reason  on  some  tokens 

struck  with  this  die,  the  name  "LUTZ”  can  be  seen  in  tinv  letters  beneath  the 

Liberty  head. 

Did  Lanphear's  firm  strike  the  25  denomination  Pine  Hill  Coal  token? 
Perhaps  so;  it  is  surely  reasonable  to  assume  that  Lutz  relocated  from 
Baltimore  to  work  with  Lanphear.  But  what  of  the  two  varieties 
of  5  tokens?  They  were  definitely  struck  by  Dorman,  and  one  of  them  even 

has  his  name  on  the  reverse!  A  possibility  is  that  Ltjtz  did  work  for 

Unphear,  but  also  cut  dies  for  other  firms,  including  Dorman.  The  answer  to 
questions  such  as  this  may  never  be  known  for  sure. 

In  case  you  haven't  noticed,  all  of  the  tokens  described  in  this  article 
which  were  struck  for  coal  mine  companies  by  Dorman  during  the  1870s  and  1880s 
*^®'^6rse  designs  that  are  in  i  ough  imitation  of  nineteenth  century 
United  States  coinage.  This  no  doubt  was  done  to  give  the  tokens  the  general 

appearance  of  official  coinage,  and  thus  encourage  acceptance  by  those 
receiving  it. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  although  the  tokens  I‘  have  discussed  are 
all  rare,  the  reverse  designs  are  not*  The  reason  is  that  Dorman,  like  other 
die  sinkers,  engraved  "stock"  reverse  dies.  These  were  used  to  strike  tokens 
for  numerous  merchants.  By  doing  so,  Dorman  was  able  to  quote  a  merchant  a 

lower  price  for  striking  his  tokens,  since  he  only  had  to  cut  new  dies  for  the 
obverses. 

So  much  for  the  early  (1870s  -  1880s)  period  nineteenth  century  coal 
tokens  struck  by  Dorman.  We  now  move  to  the  1890s  -  1930s  era,  during  which 
time  the  company  founded  by  Dorman,  and  continued  in  operation  after  his 
death,  struck  literally  thousands  of  different  store  tokens  or  "trade  checks." 
As  with  the  earlier  tokens,  most  of  Dorman's  work  was  done  for  businesses 
other  than  coal  mine  company  stores.  However,  the  firm  did  manufacture  a 
certain  amount  of  coal  tokens  also. 

At  the  start  of  this  article  I  mentioned  the  "SCRIPIDENT  CHART"  which  you 
see  from  time  to  time  in  Scrip  Talk,  You  will  not  find  Dorman's  name  anywhere 
bhis  chart.  The  first  company  listed  is  Quint,  and  two  reverse  types  are 
illustrated  for  this  manufacturer.  One  has  the  denomination  within  a  circle 
of  rays,  while  on  the  other  there  is  a  small  design  (consisting  of  a  star 
between  two  ornaments)  above  and  below  the  denomination.  It  is  now  time  to 
set  the  record  straight  on  this  "SCRIPIDENT"  listing. 
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The  S,  H,  Quint’s  Sons  Company  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania  (which  until 
1905  went  under  the  name  S.  H.  Quint  &  Sons)  started  striking  tokens  and 
medals  during  the  late  nineteenth  century.  The  firm  became  a  major 
manufacturer  of  trade  tokens,  making  them  for  thousands  of  merchants. 
Although  still  in  business,  Quint  no  longer  is  Involved  in  striking  tokens.

Did  Quint  strike  tokens  with  the  denomination  on  the  reverse  within  e 
circle  of  rays?  The  answer  to  that  question  is  yes.  Did  Dorman  strike  tokens 
with  the  denomination  on  the  reverse  within  a  circle  of  rays?  The  answer  to 
that  question  is  also  yes.  So,  how  do  we  know  which  firm  struck  coal  tokens 
utilizing  the  reverse  illustrated  in  the  "SCRIPIDENT  CHART?" 

We  know  that  the  Dorman  firm  used  the  "denomination  within  rays"  design 
as  early  as  the  1870s;  it  appears  on  the  previously  described  Pine  Hill  Coal 
tokens  of  Minersville,  Pennsylvania,  This  was  a  number  of  years  before  Quint 
went  in  business,  so  obviously  the  Philadelphia  firm  plagiarized  Dorman's 
design.  There  are,  however,  differences  between  the  tokens  of  the  two 
companies.  Those  tokens  I  have  seen  which  can  definitely  be  attributed  to 
Quint,  have  different  rays  than  those  on  Dorman  tokens.  Alpo,  on  the  Quint 
tokens,  the  denomination  itself  is  of  a  different  style,  usually  with  squared 
base  and  crosshatching  on  the  numerals.  On  page  xx  of  my  recently  released 
book,  Maryland  Merchant  Tokens,  a  Quint  "denomination  within  rays"  token, 
circ.a  early  1900s,  Is^ illustrated.  Compare  this  with  the  illustration  at  the 
top  of  page  34  of  the  Maryland  book,  where  one  of  Dorman's  own  advertising 
tokens  from  the  same  era  is  pictured.  The  obverse  says  THE  J,  F,  W.  DORMAN 
CQ.  /  ENGRAVERS  /  AND  /  DIE  SINKERS  /  BALTO.,  MD.,  and  on  the  reverse  is  the 
"denomination  within  rays"  design.  The  differences  between  the  two  pieces  are 
immediately  evident. 

Yet  another,  earlier,  Dorman  advertising  token  shows  us  his  firm's  long 
usage  of  the  "denomination  within  rays"  design,.  The  obverse  inscription  of 
this  token  is  J.  F.  W.  DORMAN  /  MAN'F'R  OF  /  PRINTING  /  PRESSES  /  21  GERMAN 
ST.  /  BALTIMORE.  On  the  reverse  is  the  denomination  "5"  within  a  circle  of 
rays.  Struck  in  nickel  plated  brass,  the  20mm  token  was  circulated  during  the 
early  1880s. 

The  illustration  in  the  "SCRIPIDENT  CHART"  is  certainly  of  a  Dorman 
token,  not  a  Quint  product.  Based  on  those  coal  tokens  I  have  seen  with  the 
"denomination  within  rays"  design,  all  of  which  appear  to  be  Dorman's  work,  I 
think  it  logical  to  remove  this  design  from  the  Quint  section  of  the  "Chart." 

In  closing,  I  should  mention  that  the  other  token  attributed  to  Quint  on 
the  "SCRIPIDENT  CHART"  is  almost  certainly  also  a  Dorman  product.  Although  I 
would  need  a  sharp  photograph  of  the  illustration  to  be  sure,  the  designs 
above  and  below  the  denomination,  which  consist  of  a  star  between  two 
ornaments,  appear  identical  to  a  design  used  by  Dorman  on  a  large  number  of 
his  twentieth  century  tokens.

WILHOIT,  KENTUCKY 
A  FORGOTTEN  LEGACY 


The  year  of  1911,  for  most  living  Harlan  Countians, 
seems  like  a  long  time.  ago.  Yet,  what  seems  like  an  eternity 
to  some,  seems  like  only  yesterday  to  others.  I  guess  it 
matters  very  little  to  most  of  today’s  younger  generation, 
but  to  me,  time  and  the  past  hold  the  clue  to  our  future.  I 
strongly  feel  that  the  study  of  our  past  can  provide  a  great 
wealth  of  useful  information  for  the  future  generations.  As' 
there  are  many  lessons  to  be  learned,  so  are  many  interesting 
stories  to  be  retold,  secrets  that  have  been  left  hidden, 
and,  to  all  of  us,  lost  and  forgotten  legacies  to  be 
remembered.  1911,  and  a  man  by  the  name  of  Wilhoit,  left  a 
legacy  to  Ewing  Creek,  Harlan  County,  Kentucky.  I  discovered 
that  legacy  while  looking  for  an  old  coal  mining  company  that 
operated  in  the  Western  area  of  Harlan  County,  Ky.  By 
accident,  I  found  how  Wilhoit  came  by  its  name,  a  name  that 
is  still  being  used  to  this  day. 

The  L  &  N  Railroad  was  reaching  into  Harlan  County  like 
slowly  winding  tentacles.  Beginning  in  1911,  as  the  tracks 
progressed  into  the  county,  coal  mining  operations  began  to 
spring  up  alongside  the  rail  lines  at  an  increasing  rate. 
Four  coal  companies,  listed  and  inspected  by  the  Department 
of  Mines  of  Kentucky  utilized  these  rail  lines  during  1911. 
This  signaled  the'  coming  of  “King  Coal"  and  the  coal  boom  of 
this  century.  The  first  mines  inspected  by  the  Department  of 
Kentucky  were  Wallins  Creek  Coal  Company,  Wallins,  Ky., 
Wisconsin  Steele  Co.,  Benhan,  Ky,,  Burchfield  Coal  Co.,  near 
Wallins,  Ky.,  and  the  Wilhoit  Coal  Company,  Wilhoit,  Ky. 

The  new  community  of  Wilhoit,  Ky.  was  the  third  stop  on 
the  passenger  train  route  leaving  Harlan,  Ky.,  preceding 
towards  Pineville,  Ky.  Baxter  and  Loyal  1,  Ky.  were  the  first 
two  stops.  Mining  camps  for  the  various  coal,  companies 
sprang  up  near  the  mines  as  did  small  stores  and  boarding 
houses . 

The  Wilhoit  Coal  Company  was  located  on  Ewing  Creek, 
approximately  5  miles  west  of  Harlan.  The  Harlan  seam  of 
coal  was  mined  at  this  operation  with  no  mining  machinery 
being  utilized.  The  coal  was  mined  with  picks  and  shovels 
and  shot  with  black  powder,  which  had  to  be-  used  in  very 
heavy  shots  due  to  the  coal  and  rock  being  extremely  hard 
Mules  provided  the  only  method  of  hauling  the  coal,  and  even 
the  animals  had  to  work  extra  hard  because  of  the  wet 
conditions  found  in  the  mines.  Only  about  200  tons  per  day 
were  mined  and  all  of  the  coal  had  to  be  transported  to  the 
tipple  via  a  900  foot  incline. 

The  first  president  of  the  Wilhiot  Coal  Company  was  Ray 
Wilhoit,  with  M.  J.  Moss  holding  the  position  of  Vice 
President.  D.  B.  Cornett  was  the  Secretary  in  1911  and  later 


became  the  General  Manager.  By  early  1913,  The  Wilhoit  Coal 
Company  was  sold  and  the  company  name  became  Moss  &  Sons  Coal 
Company.  W.  L.  Moss  assumed  the  position  of  President  and 
the  shipping  point  was  renamed  Kaydee,  Ky. 

The  legacy  left*  by  Roy  W.ilhoit,  his  name;  survived  the,  ‘ 
decades  since  he  opened  the  "mule  mine"  on  Ewing  Creek.  The 
small  mountain  community  bears  no  resemblance  to  the  early 
mining  community,  of  1911.  But  for  that  matter,  very  few 
mining  communities  in  Harlan  County,  Ky.,  except  for  Benham, 
Ky.,  the  mining  community  for  the  Wisconsin  Steel  Mining 
Company,  remain  as  they  were  after  nearly  75  years  of  change. 
Their  history  is  buried  in  the  past  and  virtually  unknown,  as 
is  Ewing  Creek  itself  is  unknown  to  most  of  today’s  younger 
generation  living  in  Harlan  County,  Ky.,  Hopefully,  the 
legacy  of  Wilhoit  will  be  remembered  through  my  feeble 
efforts  to  record  Harlan  County’s  coal  mining  past.

Unmarked  Loop-Hook  Cap  Lamps:  A  Maple  City  Product  ?

’Anthracite’  was  a  term  once  used  in  correspondence  by  the  late  George  Bayles  to  deacri>e  a 
generic  Illustration  of  a  carbide  cap  lamp  Inaca.  1910  textbook  which  simply  said  that  this  was  a  ’new  type 
of  lamp  being  used  In  the  anthracite  regions.  ’

Collectors  have  long  suspected  the  "loop  hook"  lamps  to  have  been  produced 
by  the  Maple  City  Manufacturing  Company  due  to  their  overaii  dimensional  similarity. 
Indeed,  both  lamps  are  cylindrical  and  utilize  a  gasket  eccentric  to  the  lamp  body. 

Still,  differences  between  these  unmarked  lamps  {referred  to  as  "Anthracite"  by 
some)  and  the  "classic"  name-stamped  Maple  City  have  made  others  question  this 
hypothesis.  The  Maple  City  has  roll-stamped  screw  threads  externally  visible  in  the 
base,  a  top-braced  roiled  edge  reflector,  and  a  hook  which  pierces  the  watertank.  in 
contrast,  the  loop-hook,  which  characterizes  the  unmarked  lamps,  is  externally 
soldered  to  the  watertank.  Reflectors  on  these  lamps  more  closely  resemble  the  flat 
Baldwin  type  with  a  turned  back  edge.  Finally,  the  threads  are  not  visible  externally, 
but  are  installed,  inside  the  base  with  a  separate  piece  either  as  fine  machine  cut 
threads  (diagram  A),  or  the  larger  roll-stamped  type  (diagrams  B  and  C).

This  paper  reports  the  existence  of  a  very  early  unmarked  Maple  City  cap  lamp 
which  seems  to  bridge  these  dissimilarities  in  design.  To  be  sure,  the  lamp  had  been 
depicted  in  1911  advertisements,  but  such  artistic  renditions  are  often  highly 
inaccurate.  First  found  by  Mark  Ballard  in  the  back  room  of  a  southern  Illinois 
hardware  store  (actually  concealed  inside  an  unused  section  of  drain-pipe),  the  lamp 
conforms  exactly  to  its  advertised  rendition.  The  accompanying  drawings  detail  the 
similarities  and  differences.  Whether  Maple  City  made  these  various  lamps  for 
different  market  areas  or  distributors  is  speculative,  but  the  probability  of  a  common 
manufacturer  is  now  almost  certain.

Dave  Thorpe  collection:  These  two 
lamps  have  identical  internal 
components;  a  pointed  wire  water 
regulator  and  a  two  piece  gas  tube 
which  (in  contrast  to  the  Maple  City) 
exits  horizontally.  The  reflector  is 
absolutely  vertical.  The  threads  are 
interchangeable. 

The  smooth-side  model  (B) 
has  an  inset  top  stamp,  and 
the  knurled  waterdoor,  while 
identical  to  lamp  "A",  is  set 
slightly  more  forward.  The 
bottom  mark,  unlike  all  the  others,  is 
an  inset  ring. 

The  single-ring  model  (C), 
has  a  hinged  waterdoor.  Its  bottom 
stamping  is  the  same  characteristic 
concave  dome  seen  on  all  Maple  City 
lamps.
